Long after 
whom courneth Iulius Cæſar, 45 yezres befoze Chulſt, which 
bythe Councell ot soſigenis, obſerueth that the Numan,yearg 
then vſed, mis onely Lunar, wanting 11. Dayes and 6; houres 
ofa true Solar peare : and rherefoze they added thoſe 11. daies 
and 6. houres to the foꝛmer yeare, whereby the peare did cons 
ſilt of 355. dates and 6, houres ; the which 11. bates chap XN. 
ſtributed amongſt the moneths, whereby they did conlilt of 
zu and zo. daves. all but Febꝛuarp, that had hut 29. ann 30. 
when it was Leap · yeare. But thut poſition of daies and mo · 
neths was afterwards altered by Auguſtus, to that we haue 
now.as is largely noted in my perpetual Prognoſtication come 
meg lorth.cha 26. But to pꝛoceede. 

After Czſar had thus added 1 1, daies and fire hourts, ma 
ling the yearc to conſiſt of fix odde houres, he further ſaws 
that ik they ſhould bee counted fozward every yeare, there 
wouldhappenan inconnentence without getting of a day:
